At the sixth session of the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Colorado, the House of Representatives met at Golden 
City, the seat of Government of said Territory, on Monday, the 
3d day of December, A. D. 1866, pursuant to law. 


The House was called to order by C. J. McDevitt, Clerk of 
the House of Representatives of the fifth session. 

On motion of Mr. Nuckolls, Mr. Scudder was elected Speak- 
er, pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. McLaughlin, C. J. McDevitt was elected 
Chief Clerk, pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Nuckolls, Mr. Head was elected Interpre- 
ter, pro tem., for the Mexican members. 

On motion of Mr. Wells, the following named gentlemen 
were elected a committee on credéntials, viz.:
